3. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious an NC automatic lathe as claimed in independent claim 1, 
specifically wherein the combination of limitations includes the headstock moving in the Zl axis 
and the back attachment (tailstock) moving in the Z2, X2 and Y2 axes. 

The closest prior art is as detailed in the previous office action. 

Applicant's arguments were persuasive and the amendment to the claims overcome the 
prior art.
